PROTECTION FROM RAIN

first two galleries have almost 
complete protection from the 
rain. The third gallery, how- 
ever, 13 slightly mere exposed to 
‘the clements, The protruding 
reof covers abcut three-quarters 
to seven-cighths of the area of 
this gallery. In cach gallery 
there are the conventional 
benches for seating.

Red Cross

To Discuss Atomic 
Warfare 


' Geneva, Apr. 6, 

Fifteen experts from 11 
countries met today to dis- 
cuss amendments to exist- 
ing Red Cross conventions 
in view of the possibility of 
hydrogen and atomic war- 
fare. 

The meeting has been called 
by the International Committee 
of the Red Cross, 

Professor Masao Tzusuki of 
Tokyo University will réview his 
findings of the recent hydrogen 
explosions in the Pacific, 

Professor Tzusukt has had 
first-hand knowledge of the 
treatment of Japanese fishermen 
showered with “death ash” after 
the explosion on March 1. 

All meetings will be held in 
secret, 

The experts will not repre- 
sent thelr Governments — but 
have been chosen as pro- 
fesslonal men — soldiers, scien 
tists, doctors and jurists — to 
provide the widest possible 
rango of experience in re= 
drafting the conventions. 

The meeting will be tha 
forerunner of, a much larger 
one to be calicd tater by the 
Red Cross, 

Delegates have come from 
Belgium, Britain, France, Fin- 
land, Holland, ' Italy, Japan, 
Norway, the United States, 
West Germany and Yugoslavia. 
Poland and Bast Germany are 
invited but have not replied.—

It seemed to West, on first 
thought, that he had gotten 
off to 2 bad start, His partner 
had been able to pluy only the 
lowly four of  dicmonds, the 
lowest possible card, on the 
first trick, He wus on the 
point of shifting to spades 
when he thought of counting, 


He had already taken the ace 
of hearts and could expect to 
get the ace of clubs later on. 
Two more defensive tricks 
were needed to.defeat the con- 
tract. Whert were twd more 
tricks going to come from? 


It was a cinch that South had 
a good heart sult and at least 
one high card on the side. Hence 
it waa foollsh to expect Bast to 
provide more than one de- 
fensive trick In the form of a 
high card. But two defensive 
tricks were still needed, so 
West had to hope for a ruffing 
trick, 


West obviously couldn’t 
anything himself, and 
couldn’ expect his partner to 
ruff anything but diamonds. In 
short, the simpi< act of counting 
told West that the only hope 
was to play his partner for one 
‘thigh card and shortness in dla- 
monds, After this careful 
thought, West led the three of 
diamonds. East won with the 
king and returned a club to 
West's ace, (West would have 
led a high diamond rather than 
a low one if his sce had been in 
the high suit, spades, rather 
than’ in the low sult, clubs.) 
And West then led his third 
diamond for East to ruff.

It was natural that a publisher gifted with the bright 
idea of producing a series entitled “The Pleasures of Life
